Jack Coe, Healing Evanvelist, Dead at 38 of Bulbar Polio

One year ago this editor was 
in Miami, Florida, where Evange- 
list Jack Coe had just been arrest- 
ed and was on trial. Doctors ac- 
cused him of dangerously pretend- 
ing to heal people who were not 
healed. One particular case con- 
cerned a little boy who had been 
brought to the Coe healing meet- 
ings, had. been prayed for, and 
had been pronounced healed. Coe 
had insisted that the braces be 
taken off his legs. 
boy still was not healed. Doctors 
said that going without braces 
would have injured him perman- 
ently, and the family brought suit. 
The judge ruled, and I think 
properly, that it would not be 
proper. to fine or imprison some- 
one for praying for..the .sick,. so 
the Coe healing campaigns moved 
on to other cities,

“The statutes of the Lord are right.”—Ps. 19:8. 


Old books go out of date. When 
they were written they discussed 
questions which were being dis- 
cussed; they struck at wrongs 
which have long ago ceased, or ad- 


Dr, T. DeWitt Talmage 
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vocated institutions which excite 
not our interest. Were they books 
of history, the facts have been 
gathered from the imperfect mass, 
better classified and more lucidly 
presented. Were they books of 
poetry, they were interlocked with 


wild mythologies which have gone 
‘up from the face of the earth 


like mists at sunrise. Were they 
books of morals, civilization will 
not sit at the feet of barbarism; 


neither do we want Sappho, Py- 


thagoras and Tully to teach us 
morals. 


What do the masses of the peo- 
ple care now for the ‘pathos of 
Simonides, or the sarcasm of Me- 
or the gracefulness of 
Philemon, or the wit of Aristo- 
phanes? Even the old books we 
have left, with a few exceptions, 
have but very little effect upon 
our times. Books are human; they 
have a time to be born, they are 
fondled, they grow in strength, 
they have a middle life of useful- 
then comes old age—they 
totter and they die, 


Many of the national libraries 
are merely the cemeteries of dead 
books. Some of them lived flagiti- 
ous lives and died deaths of ig- 
nominy. Some were virtuous and 
accomplished a glorious mission. 
Some went into the ashes through 
inquisitorial fires. Some found 
their funeral pile in sacked and 
plundered cities. Some were neg- 
lected and died as foundlings at 
the door of science. Some expired 
in the author’s study, others in 
the publisher’s hands. Ever and 
anon there comes into your pos- 
session an old book, its author 
forgotten and its usefulness done, 
and with leathern lips it seems 
to say, “I wish I were dead.” 
Monuments have been raised over 
poets and philanthropists. Would 
that some tall shaft might be 
erected in honor of the world’s 
buried books! The ~-world’s au- 
thors would make pilgrimage 
thereto, and poetry, and literature, 
and science, and religion, would 
consecrate it with their tears. 

Not so with one old Book. It 
started in the world’s infancy. It 
grew under theocracy and mon-

“A news report from Dallas, 
Texas, states that Evangelist Jack 
Coe, Texas faith healer, died there 
of bulbar polio at the age of 
38. 


“Earlier news releases indicated 
that Coe’s condition was complica- 
ted by pneumonia and a lung ab- 
scess. 


“He was brought home in a 
very serious cgndition from a 
meeting in Hot Springs, Arkansas. 
A few hours later he became un- 
conscious. When he gave no sign 
of rallying but symptoms indicated 


that his condition was worsening, 
his wife had him taken to a hos- 
pital. After the dectors had diag- 
nosed his case as bulbar polio, 
they had him transferred to an- 
other hospital. 

“Prayer was made for Coe a- 
round the clock by members of his 
congregation, and medical science 
did what it could for him; but the 
disease proved to be fatal. 

“He operated the Dallas Revival 
Center and the Herald of Healing, 
at Waxahachie, Tex., about thirty 
miles south of Dallas, and preach- 
ed extensively throughout the 
South.” 

We do not rejoice that the man 
who made much money out of 
healing compaigns could not heal 
himself. We mean no unkindness 
when we call attention to the fact 
that he who taught others if they 
would-but have faith, they could 
be healed, did not have faith for 
his own healing. We only intend 
to draw some greatly needed Bible 
lessons from this case.

In- THE SWORD OF THE LORD for January 25, in the 
article on “Preaching That Fails,” the editor made a state- 
ment which has been misunderstood, and which ought to be 


explained and corrected. 


There I said, “People went to 
hear Aimee Semple McPherson 
preach, and they did not go be- 
cause they liked heresy better 
than truth. Rather they went be- 


cause they were interested, they 
were intrigued, they were mov- 
ed. As long as ‘Christian Science,’ | 
Spiritism, Seventh-Day Advent- 
ism and Pentecostalism get crowds, | 
and they do, the rest of us could | 
get them if we worked at it as 
they do.” 


Since seeing the article in print, 
I note that one could understand 
it to mean that Pentecostalism is 
in the same class 
science and Spiritism, 


etc. That

as Christian) 


is not what we meant. These arti-| 


cles were written several years 
ago, and recently revised for THE 
Sworp. However, what I had in 
mind was that just as Aimee Sem- 
ple McPherson got great crowds, 
and as Christian Science churches 
were prospering and getting a 
great hold on the people, and as 
spiritism owas reaching many, 
many people; and Seventh-Day 
Adventists were sending out evan- 
gelists.and building tabernacles in 
cities, and as Pentecostal people 
still had great revivals, so the 
rest of us could get crowds if we 
worked at it as these people were 
doing. 

Now that was in the days par- 
ticularly when there were almost 
no union revival campaigns, and 
when I was struggling hard to 
teach people in America that we 
can get great crowds for mass 
evangelism. I was not at the mo- 
ment likening Pentecostal people 
to Christian Scientists and Spirit- 
ists in anything except that all 
were alike reaching crowds of peo- 
ple and very rapidly growing in 
America. And in that I showed 
that we could reach crowds of 
common people and could grow 
also, with the old-time Gospel, if 
we worked at it as these did. 

However, I have to say and am 
glad to say that Pentecostal people 
uniformly believe the Bible and all 
the great historic Christian doc- 
trines. They believe in the verbal 
inspiration and absolute authority 
of the Bible, in the deity, virgin 
birth, substitutionary atonement, 
literal resurrection of Christ, and 
in salvation by faith, the new 
birth, etc., and in the premillen- 
nial coming of Christ. 

Readers of THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp know, of course, that we dif- 
fer with our Pentecostal breth- 
ren in the matter of speaking in 
tongues. With those who believe 
that it is always God's will to 


heal the sick (as some Pentecostal ' ¥y¥ yyy yy ye yO OOOO ae 


people do), we differ, also, and we 
do not believe that God wants 
women to be preachers, pastors, 
and evangelists, having leadership 
over men. But we thank God for 
fundamental, Bible-believing Chris- 


»|tians, and we are glad for their 


and their fidelity to Christ 
and the Bible. 

We find particularly that group 
of Pentecostal people who are 
united in the denomination called 
the Assemblies of God, with head- 
quarters at Springfield, Missouri, 
are generally moderate, brotherly 
and co-operative Christians. 

Seventh-Day Adventist people 
are generally Bible-believers, 


though they also take as authority | 


the writings of Mrs. White, their 
‘‘nrophetess,”” who helped found the 
denomination, and who wrote the 
books. They also differ from the 
historic Christian position in a 
number of very important matters. 
While we differ very seriously with 
the Seventh-Day Adventist posi- 
tion, and we do not regard them 
as an orthodox Christian group, 
yet they at least are not in the 
class with Christian Scientists and 
and Spiritists in denying the blood 
atonement and_ inspiration of 
Scriptures and the deity of Christ, 
generally speaking. Seventh-Day 


Adventists have published that 
Christ had a sinful nature, that 
the Devil himself is one _who 


bears away sins, and they make 
great stress on the Christian's ob- 
serving seventh-day Saturday Sab- 
bath. 

The important point that we 
were making in our article in the 
January 25 issue is that the rest 
of us can get crowds of people, 
too, if we work at it like those 
who now get crowds and ‘move 
people, and reach them for their 
churches or denominations.

I am taking the liberty here of quoting from a personal 


letter from a longtime friend, 


Evangelist Carlyle Scott. His 


record for constructive, solid Bible preaching and teaching, 
staying true to Christ, and getting definite results is so re. 
markable that I think it will be a comfort and blessing to 


many to read. 


We believe that this personal 
letter from Brother Carlyle Scott 
will help others to see the burn- 
ing, sincere heart of a genuine e- 
vangelist. We trust~ that he will 
not mind: 


“Under separate cover, I will 
mail a report of my last two meet- 
ings sending them via the pas- 
tors that they may append theif 
estimation of the meeting. 

“My meetings do not make too 
sensational publicity, statistic- 
wise, due to the fact that I preach 
in many small churches.and ad- 
here strictly to one rigid not-to- 
be-miscontrued invitation of per- 
sonal surrender to Christ for sal- 
vation or consecration. 

“This eliminates a lot of ‘chaff’ 
and keeps me out of the headlines. 
However, the abiding fruit is more 
soul-satisfying than earthly fame. 
One hundred and nine young men 
(that I know of) have entered the 
ministry from our meetings. Nine- 


ty per cent of the churches, where 


we preach, invite us for a second 
meeting and across the years, we 
have returned to nearly seventy 
per cent of the churches from two 
to six and seven times. 

“Next fall, God willing, I re- 
turn to Indianapolis for my forty- 
sixth revival meeting in twenty- 
two years. This meeting, with our 
dear and mutual friend, Ford Por- 
ter, will be our seventh with him 
and his people. 

“Twenty-five years ago I set 
out to obey the Saviour’s call to be 
an evangelist. I soon discovered 
that Satan had a special animo- 
sity for this calling and that his 
attacks were many and devious! 
Many slurs against the evangelist 
were hurled—you have heard 
them all! He lies about his suc- 
cesses, he dare not publicly re- 
joice over a good crowd or har- 
vest lest he be accused of brag- 
ging or exaggerating. He doesn’t 
understand the pastor’s problems; 
he steals the affections of the 
people; he upsets the smooth (em- 
balmed) tenor of the church pro- 
gram; he cares nothing for the 
future of the church program; he 
cares nothing for the future of the 
church—and, he is the one work- 
er in all Christendom who lives 
in luxury, gets rich quick and has 
no problems but transient ones.

‘Voice of Evangelism,’ as far as I 
am concerned, in the Christian 
part of the world,

teen years. I am certain it would 


bring spiritual benefit to any 
home... 
“Now, dear Brother, we have 


taken too much of your time, but 
thank you, for your prayers and 
interest in our labors. I trust 
some day to be able to give a 
real help to your work.

it would take three days’ journey 
to go around, Besides, it could not 
be destroyed by fire and water; 
they are antagonistic elements.” 
But Layard, Botta and Keith go

But the traveler goes down, and in 
the underground vaults of Eilith- 
ya he finds painted on the wall 
all the process of tending the 
vines and treading out the grapes. 
It is all there, familiarly sketched 
by people who evidently knew all 
about it, and saw it all about them 
every day; and in those under- 
ground vaults there are vases still 
encrusted with the settlings of the 
wine. The vine did grow in Egypt, 
whether it grows there now or not. 

Thus you see that while God 
wrote the Bible, at the same time 
He wrote this commentary, that 
“the statutes of the Lord are 
right,”’ on leaves of rock and shell, 
bound in clasps of metal, and lying 
on mountain tables and in the 
jeweled vase of the sea.

Now death is passed 
upon all men everywhere. 

In Hebrews 9:27 the Scripture 
says, “... it is appointed unto men 
once to die.” 

In James 145 the same truth 
is plainly stated, “ ... and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death.” 


Some people think that when 
men are saved God repeals all His 
rules, but that is not true. Some 
people think that when they re- 
pent all the curse of the past is 
instantly gone, and that since they 
are forgiven there is no penalty 
yet to be’ paid for sin. But they 
are mistaken. Many good and no- 
ble Christians have ignored the 


clear teaching of God, but it is - 


still true: sickness, weakness, and 
death are the common lot of all 
mankind! 


Some Christian learns the beau- 
tiful, marvelous truth that God 
answers prayer, that God has all 
power, and that always, in. every 
trouble, we are invited to call upon 
Him for help. So they leap to the 
conclusion that all the inbred re- 
sults of sin are gone, and that 
now it is always God’s will to heal, 
that, any person may believe and 
be completely healed of all sick- 
ness. Some men have themselves 
been healed wonderfully, and then, 
preaching largely their experience 
instead of the Scriptures, or mak- 
ing the Scriptures fit their own 
understanding of their experience, 
they ignore the clear teaching that 
all men are yet sinners and so un- 
der the curse of sin, It is true 
that Christians are forgiven sin- 
ners. It is true that the eternal 
damnation which is due sinners

has been removed by the atoning 
death of Christ. But the fact 
of sin and the death and disease 
and limitations which sin brings 
are still facts that must be faced. 


So noble men of God taught 
‘that healing was available for the 
body, complete healing, instant 
healing, in answer to the prayer 
of faith. But they themselves 
eventually came to die, Dr. John 
Roach Stratton, of famous Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, New York 
City, was a most ardent ad- 
vocate of complete healing for 
the body. But Dr. Stratton sicken- 
ed. and died. Dr. A. B. Simpson, 
one of the noblest men of God, 
founder of.the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance, made much of 
divine healing. But eventually Dr. 
Simpson himself sickened and, af- 
ter a long peroid of depression, 
died. 

“Mrs. Aimee Semple McPherson 
had great crowds over America, 
and particularly in the Angelus 
Temple in Los Angeles, and she 
laid great emphasis on the healing 
of the body and stressed that it 
was always God’s will to heal 
the sick and only unbelief would 
prevent the healing. And yet she 
herself was sick and was treated 
in hospitals, and eventually died 
of an overdose of sleeping tablets, 
as I understand. 


From all I hear, Dr. Alexander 
Dowie, who made much of healing 
and had great healing campaigns, 
must have been a good man, a 
sincere man. To be sure, he be- 
came fanatical, and fell into dis- 
repute and brought reproach upon 
the cause of Christ. But eventually 
he died a i deal and disil- 
lusioned man, . 


So Jack Coe died at 38 of bulbar 
polio. He had a lung abscess and 
pneumonia. His body was subject 
to the same weakness and sick- 
nesses of other people. The con- 
pregation prayed for Coe “around 
the clock” hour after hour after 
hour, and medical science did all 
that it could do. But the healer 


_could not get healing for himself. 


He was a comparatively young 
man, living out only half of the 
life expectancy of a strong man, 
and yet he died. 


I knew a good man years ago in 
a Texas city. He got great crowds 
by preaching healing. Many claim- 
ed to be healed of heartburn, 
Stomach trouble, of cancer (never 
diagnosed by a doctor). He differ- 
ed with me because I said it was 
not always God’s will to heal. Soon 
he had to go to the hospital for 
a serious operation and has had 
much sickness through the years. 


Another healing evangelist came 
to a city where I preached. He 
thought that healing was in the 
atonement, was now available for 
everybody, that it was only lack 
of faith that kept people from 
having perfect healing. Yet the e- 
vangelist wore eyeglasses. His 
eyes were not healed. 

The simple. truth, of course, is 
that all these men, like the rest 
of us, are frail, weak and under 
the curse of death, and all who 
have not already died will die, 
unless Jesus comes soon. All the 
people who were ever healed were 
only partially healed. They still 
had in them the seeds of death. 
Their teeth decay, their hair falls 
out or turns gray, they stoop with 


the weight of years. Eventually 
they die, 
But so it was even in Bible 


times. Jesus raised Lazarus from 
the dead by a wonderful miracle. 
But Lazarus did not have a resur- 
rected body. He was still sub- 
ject to frailty and sin. Eventual- 
ly Lazarus died again. Jesus heal- 
ed many, many people. But He left 
John the Baptist to die, beheaded, 


‘in prison. 


Jesus healed the man with the 
palsied arm, but after a few years 
at most, his whole body was pal- 
sied in death. Jesus opened blind 
eyes, but they soon became blind 
again, in death. 

Paul the apostle was a wonder- 
ful man of believing prayer. So 
When there was given to him “a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger 
of Satan,” he besought the Lord 
again and again that it might de- 
part from thim; Notice it was a 


‘thorn in the flesh, that is, in his 


body. Notice, also, that it was 
from Satan. One would think Paul 
could surely pray for release from 


it. It is called also “an infirmity.” 
But God answered Paul, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness." So Paul resolved to live 
with his infirmity in the flesh, He 
said, “Most gladly therefore will 
[ rather glory in my infirmities, 
that. the power of Christ may rest 
upon me,” 

Did God take away this in- 
firmity in the flesh? No! God rath- 
er told Paul that divine strength 
is more readily available in our 
weakness, and God is more glori- 
fied when we serve Him in weak- 
ness, and are kept humble and 
pliable by weakness in the flesh. 
Sickness, weakness, even death, 
are the common lot of all men. 
As it is now, so it was in Bible 
times. 

Paul the apostle wrote to 
Timothy by divine inspiration and 
exhorted him, “Drink no longer 
water, but use a little wine for 
thy stomach’s sake and thine of- 
ten infirmities.” Grape juice, 


standing of the will of God, the 
same resignation to the will of 
God, the same cheerful acceptance 
of whatever God, in mercy, may 
send, as Paul had, and other Bi- 
ble preachers had? 


In the midst of the sad doctrine 
of sin and its curse upon the hu- 
man race, we have the blessed 
assurance that a Christian can 
have Christ by his side always. 
The Christian is a child of God. 
The Christian is born into God’s 
family. He is saved from the e- 
ternal penalty of sin. And he can 
call on the dear Lord for mer- 
cy and help every day in any trou- 
ble. He may have proverty, yet 
he may properly pray for daily: 
bread. He may have persecution. 
But in persecution he can call on 
the Lord for release and help, or 
for grace to bear the persecution 
or, if need be, to die for the glory 
of Christ. 

The Christian can pray in sick- 
ness, may confess his sins, and if 
the immediate sins were what 
brought on the sickness, he may 
have the sins forgiven and may 
have his body healed as we are 
plainly told in James 5:14-16. Oh,

ed, was called wine in the Bible. 
In fact, sometimes other fruit 
juices, or a sweet drink made from 
dried or preserved fruits and rai- 
sins, was called wine. And so Paul 
tells Timothy that the vitamins 
and food elements in fruit juices 
were necessary for his weak stom- 
ach and ~‘thine often infirmities.”’ 


Timothy was often sick. He and 
Paul both took it for granted 
that this was the common lot of 
men, It may be Timothy was more 
often sick than others’ usually 
are. But did Paul exhort him to, 
once and for all, come to God for 
perfect healing? No. Timothy was 
taught to use what natural means 
God had provided to take care of 
his weak body. 

Here was a good place for Paul 
to tell us, if he really believed 
that Timothy ought to have been 
perfectly healed and that it was 
only unbelief on Timothy's part 
to use any natural means, or 
to stay sick. But Paul did not 
teach the doctrine of modern heal- 
ing evangelists. 

Should Timothy pray? Most cer- 
tainly he should. And no doubt 
Paul had prayed for Timothy as 
he had prayed for himself. Paul 
did not presume that it is always 
God’s will for Christians to miss 
sickness and infirmity and’ suffer- 
ing and even death. 

Again in II Timothy, the Apostle 
Paul, nearing his triumphant en- 
trance to Heaven, wrote to his son 
in the faith, Timothy, and said, 
“Erastus abode at Corinth: but 
Trophimus have I left at Miletum 
sick” (II Tim. 4:20). 

Do you mean that Paul simply 
left a sick Christian worker and 
did not heal him? That is exactly 
what Paul did. We have no doubt 
that Paul prayed. But in this case 
it was not God’s will to immedi- 
ately heal Trophimus, so Paul, 
reconciled to the will of God and 
waiting till God should work things 
out in His own way, -whether 
with the Home-going of Trophi- 
mus, or invalidism, or eventual 
healing, left Trophimus at Mile- 
tum sick. 

Why should not the rest of us 
preachers have the same under- 


it is wonderful what God can do 
and what God loves to do in an- 
swer to prayer! 

Sometimes God wonderfully 
raises up the Christian from a 


sickbed. Sometimes He even does | 


it beyond any human understand- 
ing, and contrary to the expecta- 
tion of doctors and scientific men. 
How well I know! Thanks be to 
God, I saw my father raised up, 
in answer to prayer, from what 
the doctors pronounced impending 
certain death. Mrs. Rice and I 
prayed when Grace, our little girl 
five years old, was sick with 
diphtheria with fever of 105°. And 
one afternoon the fever went 
down and disappeared. The throat 
cleared up, and the next morning 
there were no traces of the 
diphtheria, though there had been a 
laboratory test proving diphtheria 
and the county health officer had 
quarantined the home. God an- 
swers prayer, and when He gives 
faith, He works wonderful heal- 
ings. 

I believe that even sometimes 
God works outright miracles in 
answer to prayer. I was led to visit 
and to pray for a woman dying 
with t.b. in Fort Worth in 1931. 
She had been sent home to die 
faiter two years in a_e6@state 
sanitarium for t.b. patients at 
Kerrville, Texas. She was pronoun- 
ced incurable and doctors plainly 
said that with one more hem- 
orrhage she would be gone. The 
husband and wife had been al- 
ready counseled and had given a- 
way the two sons,”eight and ten 
years old, to relatives who would 
take them as soon as death came 
to the mother. The husband had 
already sold the home, and the 
new owner was to take possession 
as soon as his wife died. 

But God wonderfully (and I 
think miraculously) touched that 
woman and healed her. And two 
weeks after I laid my hands upon 
her head and prayed she was up 
and doing her own housework. I 
saw her a few months later, and 
she had gained forty pounds and 
had no evidence of t.b. Again I 
I saw her years later and she had 
never had a symptom of tubercul- 


osis. Twenty years later she wrote 


' 


to tell me that she was a buyer 
in a department store in Green- 
ville, Texas, and God had gracious- 
ly cared for her. Yes, thank God, 
God answers prayer, when it is 
according to His good will, when 
it is best for those concerned, 
when it honors His name. God 
heals the sick when He gives faith 
for healing. If God does not give 
faith for healing, then God may 
not heal. No one can twist the 
arm of God and make Him do 
that which is not right. 

God has not repealed His laws. 
There is a curse of sin and death 
on the whole human race. It was 


true in Bible times. It is true 
now. Healers die just the same 
as others. 


Il. Perfect Healing of Man and 
Nature Awaits Christ’s 
Coming and Reign 

It is true that a child of God 


has entered into a wonderful re- 
lationship with the Saviour. First, 


all his sins are forgiven—past, 
present, and future—and to him is 
imputed the _ righteousness. of 
Christ. 


God’s Holy Spirit comes to live 
within the body of the Christian. 
“If any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of his” (Rom. 
8:9), 


“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of .the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
oun? For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.’—I Cor, 6:19, 20. 


Christ now sits at the right hand 
of the Father, always interceding 
for His dear ones. And God who 
has begun a good work in us will 
perform it until the day of Jesus 
Christ (Phil. 1:6),--He foreknew 
all who would trust in Him and 
these He has predestinated to be 
conformed to the image of His Son. 
All who are called have been justi- 
fied. They will all be glorified. 

And Christ is the ever-present 
refuge of the Christian. We are 
not to fret. He who clothes the 


lilies of the field and feeds the 


sparrows will care for His own 
dear children. We are to call 
upon Him in every trouble. We 
are to have help in every trial. 
It is not promised that we shall 
never mourn, but it is promised 
that “Blessed are _ they that 
mourn: for they. shall be comfort- 
ed” (Matt. 5:4). It is not promised 
that we shall never have any 
want, but rather like Paul we may 
learn “in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content” (Phil. 4:- 
11). Sometimes it is God’s will for 
us to be wonderfully healed of 
sicknesses. Always it is God’s will 
for us to pray. But sometimes it 
is God’s will for us to learn pa- 
tience so that like Paul we can 
say, “though our outward man 
perish, yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day” (II Cor. 4:16). 
And, thank God, we know, “For 
our light affliction, which is but

far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory’ (II Cor. 4:17). 
And again, “For we know that if 
our earthly house of-this taberna- 
cle were dissolved, we have a build- 
ing of God, an house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens” 
(II Cor. 5:1). 


So we groan, not so much that 
this present house should be patch- 
ed up and we could live forever 
in this body, but rather with the 
desire to lay aside this tabernacle 
and be clothed with that” “house 
not made with hands,” the resur- 
rection body God prepares for 
those who love Him. 


1. Only at the Resurrection Will 
Christians Receive Perfectly 
Sound Bodies 


One who puts his trust in Je- 
sus Christ is saved. Paul and Silas, 
divinely inspired, told the Philip- 
pian jailor, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved” (Acts 16:31). One who be- 
lieves in Christ is not condemned 
(John 3:18), One who has trusted 
Christ for salvation already has 
everlasting life (John 3:36). 


One who hears God’s Word and 
puts his trust in the One God 
has sent already has everlasting 
life and is passed out of death 
into life (John 3:36). 

To the Christian Paul can Say, 
“And not only so, but we also joy

in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now 
received the atonement” (Rom. 5:- 
11). 


The Christian has the indwelling 
Spirit of God. He has a new nature 
born of God. He has the law of 
God written in his heart. He is 
God’s sheep and hears God’s voice. 

But the Christian must remem- 
ber that his body is not yet re- 
deemed. He has the same body 
he had before he was saved. 

“Old Bill” was a drunken bum 
in Evansville years ago. In a 
drunken fight he had his eye put 
out. Later “Old Bill” came to 
the Evansville Rescue Mission and 
was wonderfully saved. God trans- 
formed his life. Now he was dress- 
ed up and went about telling what 
wonderful things God had done for 
a poor drunken sinner like himself. 
He said, “I’m not ‘Old Bill’ any- 
more. I am ‘New Bill.’”’ So all the 
Christians who knew him began 
to call him “New Bill.” He was 
born again, a child of God, and 
seemed as different from the “Old 


Bill” as day is different from 
night, 
But “Old Bill” had only one 


eye. And “‘New Bill” had the same 
body and still had just one eye! 
“Old Bill” got saved, but his body 
did not get saved. He will have 
to wait for the resurrection for 
that! 

In Romans 8:23 we are told, 
“And not only they, but ourselves 
also,-which have the firstfruits of 
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Healers Die Too! 
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the Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the a- 
doption, to wit, the redemption of 
our body.” 

We saved people already have 
“the firstfruits of the Spirit.” But 
we are waiting for the adoption, 
the redemption of our body! 


Oh, how wonderful it will be 
when my body is saved, too, and 
all the sickness and weakness and 
taint is taken out of it. There 
will be no more sickness, no gray 
hair, nor decayed teeth, no weak 
eyes, no need for rest, no tiredness, 
no discouragement which comes 
from the flesh. My body will be 
saved and adopted, as my soul 
is already saved! 


At the rapture when Jesus 
comes to receive His own into the 
air to take us for a honeymoon in 
Heaven, we will receive our 
glorified bodies. In Philippians 3:- 
20, 21 we are told: 


“For our conversation is in hea- 
ven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, accord- 
ing to the working whereby he is 
able even to subdue all things 
unto himself.” 


Oh, when this vile body is 
changed into a glorious body! Then 
there will be no ‘more sickness, 
none of the disease and weakness, 
none of the thorns in the flesh 
from Satan sent to buffet us. We 
will not need then to be kept hum- 
ble. God will not have to keep us 
weak to keep us usable! We will 
not any longer be in contact with 
lost sinners, and so will not need 
any reminder of how we ourselves 
have. the same sinful flesh and 
must have compassion on sinners. 
Oh, when Jesus comes He will 
change our vile body and it will be 
fashioned like His glorious resur- 
rection body! 


Did the atonement of Christ on 
the cross pay for all the penalty 
indeed! And we now 
receive the forgiveness that was 
paid for. And one day, when Je- 
sus comes, we'll receive the re- 
mainder of our salvation, the sal- 
vation of our bodies. We have only 
the firstfruits now. We will have 
the complete, finished salvation of 
our bodies then. 


2. Not Only the Body, But the 
Fleshly, Sinful Nature 
Remains in Us 
It would be bad enough to be 
limited by frailities of the flesh 
if I were perfect and sinless and 
holy as an angel of God. But the 
truth is that along with this “vile 
body” I have the carnal nature, 
which I inherited from Adam a- 
long with the taint and weakness 
in the body. Sin not only brought 
death to the body, but sin per- 
verted human nature. And every 
saved person still has the old na- 

ture, 


Oh, how Paul. grieved when he 
discovered, “So then with the mind 
I myself serve the law of God; 
but with the flesh the law of 
sin” (Rom. 7:25). Paul found that 
“when I would do good, evil is 
present with me” (Rom. 7:21). 
Paul was saved. He had a saved 
heart. He wanted to do right. 
But he found himself constantly 
falling short. And so does every 
Christian who is not blinded by 
self-will. 

Did not Christ die to do away 
with sin? Is not His name called 
Jesus because “he shall save his 
people from their sins’? Yes, in- 
deed. But this redemption of the 
sinful nature, the old carnal na- 
ture, awaits the resurrection. 


All lost people have only one 
nature, the natural, evil nature, 
tainted, inherited from Adam. All 
saved people have both the old 
nature and the new nature, and 
inevitable struggle results. One 
ought to count himself indeed 
dead to sin and one ought to morti- 
fy the deed of the flesh. One ought 
to regularly and determinedly 
“put on the new’man.” But just 
as we still have the old, frail body, 
so we have the old nature that 
goes with this frail, tainted body. 


Lot was a saved man. We are 
told ‘“‘that righteous man. . .vex- 
ed his righteous soul from day 
to day with their unlawful deeds” 
in Sodom (II Pet. 2:8). Lot had 
a righteous soul, but still he was 
too much taken up with money- 
making; he called the wicked his 
brethren, and, living in worldliness, 
he lost his children to Sodom 
and Sodom’s sin. 

Those who teach that perfect 
healing, complete healing for the 
body, is available for every Chris- 
tian today, make the same mis- 


take that others make who say 
that the eradication of the carnal 
nature is possible, and provided for 
now, for every Christian. We had 
just as well face the fact that 
“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us” (I John 1:8). 
We should accept it as the clear 
teaching of God that every Chris- 
tian, every day, needs to pray, 
in the Lord’s Prayer, “and forgive 
us our sins” (Luke 11:4) or “for- 
give us our’debts” (Matt. 6:12). 
Even Christians, born-again Chris- 
Tians, even consecrated, Spirit- 
filled Christians, are still frail, 
sinning people. 

How many great and noble 
saints of God have tried to be 
perfect and have, for a season, 
thought that they were complete- 
ly sanctified, and done with the 
old nature, and made perfect in 
love! Charles G. Finney thought 
so, and oh, the darkness that came 
over his mind when he discovered 
that after all he was not per- 
fect and sinless before God, ndt 
completely sanctified! 


I remember hearing Dr. H. A. 
Ironside say that, when he was 
in the Salvation Army and most 
devotedly believed and claimed 
complete sanctification, that a- 
gain and again he came to pray 
for the complete eradication of 
the carnal nature. Again and a- 
gain he claimed that he had re- 
ceived the blessing he sought. But 
always, he said, “I found that I 
was sanctified only in. spots, in- 
stead of completely sanctified!” 


It is true that Christ died and 
atoned for all our sins. But the 
complete results of the atonement 
have not yet taken place. We have 
saved souls, when we believe on 
Christ. We have received the first- 
fruits of the Spirit. But the rest 
of the wonderful harvest of sal- 
vation has not yet come in, The 
redemption of our bodies, and the 
change of this old tainted nature 
into the perfect likeness of Christ, 
awaits the rapture.

nial reign is over, God will de- 

stroy all that fire will destroy of 
sin’s remaining taint in this earth, 
and God will plant again this 
earth as a new Garden of Eden 
and the heavenly Jerusalem will 
come down from God out of Hea- 
ven to be God's dwelling place on 
earth! 

You see that Christ on the cross 
has paid for the settlement of all 
sin’s debts, and the cure of all 
sin’s disease, the remedy of all 
sin’s results.

And so in healing meetings some 
people evidently are*healed. I be- 
lieve that, now and then, God gives 
some Christian sincere faith in 
God and wonderfully heals in an- 
swer to prayer.

Those who hear a little come 
to be prayed for, and then they 
are told, “You're healed!” So they 
hopefully believe that they can 
hear better. Later it turns out 
that they were not healed. The

Christ Is the Source of Life 


Jesus said, “Ye will not come 
to ME, that ye might have life.”

He may 
have good character, good inten- 
tions, good works, and everything 
else good, but there is no life a- 
part from Christ. Just as it is im- 
possible for a dead grain of corn 
to grow even though placed un- 
der the most favorable conditions, 
no man can grow or live the Chris- 
tian life at all until he has been 
made alive by the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Too many are trying to 
live the Christian life before they 
come alive in Christ. No person 
can live what he does not have. 

A cross had formed in the 
branches of a tree on the Capital 
grounds in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. I read it in the morning 
paper. I heard people talking a- 
bout it. I looked for it but could 
not find it. One day while walking 
through the grounds taking a 
short cut I saw a man pointing out 
to a friend a leafy, green cross in 
the top of a maple tree. It was 
nothing too unusual, just a freak 
of nature. Two branches had 
grown out from the.top branches, 
one opposite the other and they 
were all covered with leaves form- 
ing an almost perfect cross. I 
saw a chance to explain the cross.

The man who was pointing out 
the cross said nothing but turned 
back the lapel of his coat and 
showed me a little red button on 
the inside. It was a little “Jesus 
Saves” button. When he released 
his hand I couldn’t see the but- 
ton.

He answered, “That is where 
the work of salvation starts, down 
on the inside. First it gets there 
and then you spend the rest of 
your life showing it.” 

We walked down the street and 
he told me, how, up until two 
years before, he had lived an aw- 
ful life, how he was addicted to 
drink and had a broken home. He

A young officer in the British 
Army in Northern Ireland came to 
me one night and said, “Tell me 
of one character in history who 
lived, and died and came alive and 
I'll come to hear you preach.” 

I said, “McCrum, shake hands 
on that, and I'll tell you of one.” 
I said, “His name was Jesus the 
Christ, the Son of God.” 

He said, “Aye, but that is in the 
Bible!” 

I said, “Leave the Bible out 
for a moment. Jesus Christ did 
live. He stamped His name upon 
the calendars of time, they are 
dated from His birth.” I pointed 
out a statement of H. G. Wells 
in which he said, 

“No person can portray the 
progress of humanity or write a 
history of civilization without giv- 


ing first and foremost place to a 


pennyless teacher of Nazareth.” 


I told him that after visiting 
many of the great art galleries of 
the world, I had observed that the 
Bible and the Lord Jesus Christ 
are the greatest inspirations for 
art. He never wrote a book, but 
a hundred congressional libraries 
could not hold the books written 
about Him. Some of the great- 
est music ever composed came into 
existence because of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ.
